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COLD  STORAGE  REPORT 


AS  OF  APRIL  1,  1930 


The  rather  heavy  out-of-storage  movement  of  manufactured 
dairy  products  reported  for  February  continued  through  March,  ac- 
cording to  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.  The  reported  net 
out- of- storage  movement  of  creamery  butter  during  March  was 
13,974,000  pounds.  The  net  withdrawals  for  the  same  month  last 
year  were  6,220,000  and  the  5-year  (1934-38)  average  9,468,000 
pounds.  A breakdown  of  the  total  reduction  in  butter  stocks  dis- 
closes that  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  stocks  were  down 
by  4,225,000  pounds,  Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and 
relief  stocks  by  7,362,000  and  commercial  stocks  by  2,387,000 
pounds.  Total  stocks  on  April  1 exceeded  those  of  a year  ago 
this  date  by  63,859,000  and  the  5-year  average  by  69,269,000 
pounds.  Commercial  stocks  were  8,496,000  pounds  below  those  of 
a year  earlier  and  3,086,000  less  than  the  5-year  average  for 
April  1. 

The  reduction  in  total  stacks  of  cheese  was  again  heavier 
than  normal.  Net  withdrawals  during  March  were  9,841,000  pounds. 

In  March  1938  the  cut-of-storage  movement  was  8,712,000  and  the 
March  5-year  (1934-38)  average  is  7,018,000  pounds. 

The  storage  season  for  eggs  opened  in  March  with  a net 
movement  into  storage  of  929,000  cases  of  shell  eggs  and  16,032,000 
pounds  of  frozen  egg  meats,  or  a total  case  equivalent  increase 
from  March  1 of  1,387,000  cases.  Total  stocks  of  shell  and  frozen 
^ggs  expressed  as  cases  were  2,823,000.  This  quantity  is  1,236,000 
cases  less  than  were  on  hand  April  1,  1938,  but  12,000  cases  more 
than  the  5— year  average  for  April  1. 

The  seasonal  reduction  in  cold  storage  stocks  of  apples  con- 
tinued, with  indicated  withdrawals  of  6,103,000  bushels.  This  com- 
pares with  7,501,000  bushels  withdrawn  during  March  1938  and  the 
5-year  average  out-of-st crage  movement  of  6,029,000  bushels  for  the 
month. 

Frozen  fruit  stocks  were  reduced  by  12,057,000  pounds  and 
irczen  vegetables  by  4,495,000  pounds  during  March. 

The  seasonal  out-of-storage  movement  of  frozen  poultry  con- 
tinued with  a net  reduction  of  25,264,000  pounds.  The  net  reduc- 
tion during  March  last  year  was  21,674,000  pounds  and  the  5-year 
average  25,22 9,000  pounds. 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  meats  were  reduced  during 
the  month  by  approximately  31,000,000  pounds.  Holdings  are  still 
well  below  average,  being  about  39,000,000  less  than  on  the  same 
date  a year  ago  and  145,000,000  pounds  less  than  the  5-year  aver- 
age. Stocks  of  lard  showed  a relatively  slight  increase  over 
March  1 this  year,  about  4,000,000  pounds.  Holdings  were  nearly 
8,000,000  pounds  heavier  than  April  1 last  year  but  about  10,000,000 
below  the  5— year  average. 
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FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES 

FRESH  FRUITS 

Cold,  storage  stocks  of  apples  on  April  1 were  the  equivalent  of 

9.314.000  “bushels.  This  quantity  is  2,905,000  “bushels  less  than  on 
hand  April  1 last  year  “but  129,000  “bushels  more  than  the  5-year  (1934-38) 
average. 

Holdings  of  all  varieties  of  pears  totaled  232,000  “boxes  and  “bas- 
kets compared  with  146,000  a year  earlier  and  with  the  5-year  average  of 

148.000  “boxes  and  “baskets. 


FROZEN  FRUITS 

Total  stocks  of  frozen  fruits,  “both  quick-frozen  and  cold-packed, 
as  reported  in  cold  storage  on  April  1,  totaled  91,056,000  pounds,  a re- 
duction during  March  of  12*057,000  pounds.  Of  the  total  April  1 hold- 
ings, 17,910,000  pounds  were  unclassified  as  to  variety. 

A segregation  of  frozen  fruits  “by  method  of  processing  - ’’quick- 
frozen”  or  ’’cold-packed”  - as  reported,  is  given  in  a table  on  page  7. 


FROZEN  VEGETABLES 

Stocks  of  frozen  vegetables  were  reduced  during  March  by  4,495,000 
pounds.  April  1 stocks  were  51,287,000  pounds  compared  with  23,869,000 
on  hand  a year  earlier.  Of  the  total  holdings,  5,088,000  pounds  were  un- 
classified as  to  variety.

#4  DAIRY  fNO  POULTRY  PRODUCTS  (4/12/39) 

Stocks  of  creamery  butter  decreased  during  March  "by  13,974,000  pounds.  This  quantity  ex-  : 
ceeded  the  March  1938  out-of- storage  movement  by  7*754,000  pounds,  and  the  5-year  (1934-38)  av- 
erage withdrawals  "by  4>506,000i  The  Dairy  Products  Marketing  Association  holdings  on  April  1, 
1939,  were  65,313,000  pounds  compared  with  69,538,000  "pounds  on  March  1,  1939 i Holdings  "by  the 
Federal  Surplus  Commodities  Corporation  and  holdings  by  state  relief  agencies  totaled  7,042,000 
pounds*  The  combined  butter  stocks  other  than  commercial  holdings  thus  totaled  72,355,000 
pounds,  which  compares  with  83,942,000  pounds  held  on  March  1,  1939,  The  remaining  stocks,  held 
commercially,  totaled  6,451,000  pounds  compared  with  March  1939  holdings  of  8,838,000  pounds, 

April  1,  1938*  of  14,947,000  and  the  April  5-year  (1934-38)  average  of  9,537,000  pounds. 

Stocks  of  American  cheese  in  cold  storage  on  April  1 were  68,817,000  pounds,  a reduction 
from  March  1 of  8,453,000  pounds.  Holdings  were  2,456,000  pounds  greater  than  on  April  1 last 
year  and  7,403,000  pounds  more  than  the  5- year  average. 

The  egg  storage  season  opened  apparently  during  March.  April  1 holdings  of  both  shell 
and  frozen  eggs  totaled  the  equivalent  of  2,823,000  cases.  These  Jiol dings  were  1,236,000  cases 
less  than  on  hand  April  1,  1938,  but  12,000  cases  more  than  the  5- year  average  stocks. 

Net  withdrawals  of  frozen  poultry  totaled  25,264,000  pounds.  April  1 holdings  of 

90.965.000  pounds  exceeded  those  of  a year  earlier’ by  12,146,000  and  the  5-year  average  by 

5.655.000  pounds.

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MEATS  and  LARD 
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Frozen  and  cured  beef  stocks  were  further  reduced  during 
March  by  close  to  5,500,000  pounds.  April  1 holdings  of  40,913,000 
pounds  this  year  were  9,588,000  pounds  less  than  those  of  a year 
ago  and  44,507,000  less  than  the  5-year  (1934-38)  April  1 average. 

Stocks  of  frozen  and  cured  pork  also  were  reduced  during 
March.  The  net  reduction  totaled  approximately  20,000,000  pounds. 
The  quantity  on  hand  cn  April  1 of  this  year  was  nearly  22,000,000 
pounds  less  than  on  hand  a year  earlier  and  about  84,500,000  less 
than  the  5-year  average. 


Stocks  of  all  frozen  end  cured  meats,  which  totaled 
627,901,000  pounds,  were  less  than  on  hand  April  1,  1938,  by 
slightly  over  39,000,000  pounds  and  less  than  the  5-year  average 
by  close  to  145,500,000  pounds. 


Lard  stocks  showed  a relatively  slight  increase  during  March. 
Holdings  of  129,047,000  pounds  exceeded  those  of  April  1 last  year  by 
nearly  8,000,000  pn-unds  but  were  below  the  5-year  average  by  almost
